REPORT OF THE 


BOARD OF EDUCATION 


FOR THE 


Year ending March |, 1888. 


The Board of Education submits the following report of the 
schools for the year ending March 1. 

There were four schools maintained in town the past vear, 
the same as in the year previous, with eighteen weeks of school- 
ing in each of the divisions. With the exception of the Howe 
Hill division which had one term of six weeks and one of twelve 
weeks, the terms were of eight and ten weeks in length. 

A room in a private house was procured for the use of the 
school in the Dunbar Hill division for the first term. For the 
second term the school house was used. Results proved that it 
was greatly to the advantage of the schools. 

The prevalence of mumps among the children occasioned some 
irregularity of attendance in two or three of the schools. With 
one or two exceptions our schools for the past year have been 
satisfactory. The successful teacher must be enthusiastic, also 
must possess the art of governing pupils. ‘*‘Order is Heaven’s 
first law’ and but little can be accomplished in the school room 
without it. 

In one of our schools your superintendent was very forec- 
ibly reminded of an incident which is said to have occured in 
town many years since. After a flagrant act against the proper 
decorum of the school room, the teacher reproved the offender 
with ‘*N——-—, you great girl, I should think you would be

-ashamed !” with an air of ee He. eel the culprit replied, | 
**T don know what shame is.’ 

The best results are not to be realized without the earnest co- 
operation of parents. Judging from an examination of the 
record of attendance in the different registers there are parents 
in town who permit their children to decide whether they will go 
to school or not. If the child is under no restraint at home it 
is not reasonable to expect that he will be a model of deport- 
ment at school. 

A portion of our school buildings are in need of extensive re- 
pairs, being in a disgraceful condition, totally unfitted for the 
purpose for which they were constructed. Believing it to be for 
the best interests of all, the Board appropriated one-fifth of 
the Literary Fund, as the law permits, for the purchase of two 
Quarto Dictionaries for the use of our two largest schools. The 
number of scholars in town according to the enumeration by the 
selectmen April 1, ’87, was one hundred. é
